One  must  emphasise  that  a well  regulated  life,  a moderate, 
well  balanced  diet  and  exercise  could  reduce  the  incidence*  The  community 
enjoyed  a commendable  state  of  health.  No  epidemic  of  any  character 
appeared  among  the  inhabitants.  This  favourable  circumstance  is  again  due 
to  the  recommendable  work  and  co-operation  of  the  General  Practitioners, 
Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses  within  in  district. 


The  Public  Health  Inspector' s report,  presented  in  a new  form  offers 
a clear  and  concise  review  of  the  Sanitary  circumstances.  It  is  my  desire 
to  compliment  and  thank  him  for  his  excellent  service.

These  services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  by  General  Prac- 
titioners in  the  District..  The  following  figures  are  quoted  by  courtesy  of 
the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Vacc ination  agai nst  Smallpox 

A total  number  of  22  persons  were  vaccinated  for  the  first  time  during 
the  year,  and  6 others  were  re-vaccinated . 

Vaccination  against  tuberculosis 

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physician  in  collaboration 
with  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff.  The  scheme  provides  for  the 
vaccination  of  new  born  infants  born  into  tuberculous  households  and  of  tuber- 
culin negative  contacts  of  known  cases. 

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  immunisations 

A total  number  of  42  persons  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria  during  the 
year,  and  -42  were  immunised  against  whooping  cough.

Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  the  Council' s own  Refuse  Lorry, 
Bins  are  collected  from  each  house  and  trade  premises  once  a w ek. 

The  Refuse  Tip  is  at  Rcfail  Newydd  and  a workman  is  employed  to  level 
and  control  the  tip  for  three  days  a week. 

Sewerage 


One  scheme  of  extending  the  surface  water  and  foul  water  sowers  was 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  existing  sewerage  system  has  functioned  satisfactorily  and  a 
scheme  of  providing  a new  outfall  sewer  near  Church  Island  is  being 
prepared  by  a firm  of  consulting  engineers. 

Street  Cleansing 

The  work  is  being  carried  out  by  the  Council  workmen  and  streets  arc 
cleansed  daily. 


Public  Conveniences  _ 

There  are  two  Public  Conveniences  in  the  district  and  plans  are  being 
considered  for  erecting  a now  convenience  in  Wood  Street. 

Food  Hygiene 

All  hotels,  cafes  and  retail  food  shops  in  the  district  arc  regularly 
inspected. 


Ice  Che am 


There  are  no  manufac turners  of  Ice  Cream  in  the  district  but  most  shops 
sell  ice  cream  in  cartons,  also  there  arc  itinerate  sellers  of  ice  cream 
from  vehicles  during  the  summer  months. 

Food  Poisoning 

There  have  not  been  any  reported  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  during  the 

year , 


Rodent  Control 

The  work  of  controlling  infestation  on  the  refuse  tip  is  let  out  on 
contract  to  Rentokil  Ltd.,  and  any  complaints  of  infestation  in  the  district 
is  dealt  with  by  Council  workmen  trained  for  the  purpose.

This  pool  is  cleaned  out  3 times  a week  in  summer  and  the  sea  water 
pumped  into  the  pool  is  chlorinated. 

Water  Supply 

All  the  houses  in  the  built  up  area  arc  provided  with  an  adequate  supply 
of  water  from  the  mains* 

Building  Control 

All  new  houses  approved  by  the  Council  are  inspected  during  various 
stages  of  construction. 
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
